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A METHODIST LITURGY, 


TheCentroversy Raleed by the Action ofa Mount Ver- 
non Church. 

Bautrmore, May 1.—There is copsiderable 
talk in the Methodist church circfes of this 
city over a new departure made by the Mount 
Vernon church, the most fashionable and the 
| wealthiest congregation of Baltimore. This 
is the church of which the Rey. Thomas 
Guard was pastor at the time of his death. 
The Rev. Dr. Felton, formerly of St. Louis, is 
his successor, and he has led the new move- 
ment, which bas resulted in the introduction 
ofa ritual somewhat on the Episcopalian 


order. This __ ritual was used for 
the first time at the service to-day, and little 
else was talked about by the con- 
gregation. It includes the chant of 


the ‘‘Gloria Patria,’ the psalter, and the re- 
cital by the congregation of the Apostle’s 
ereed. Although printed cards were placed 
in the pews giving the order of service, yet 
there were some slight hitches, and at one 
point the pastor was obliged to ask the con- 
gregation to rise to continue the service. — Dr. 
Felton spoke of the objection to the ritual 
whicn had been made by some, and said that 
if, after a fair trial, it did not prove satisfac- 
tory it would be discarded. It has been unan- 
imously adopted by the board of trustees of 
the church, but some of the members object 
to it, while many of the old-time Methodists 
of other churches have protested against it as 
a step toward Hpiscopalianism.. One of the 
Methodist church papers heré has condemned 
it in plain terms. The ritual, however, is 
authorized by the book of discipline, and it is 
used by several Methodist churches in other 
large cities.

That repurt was printed in 
the consular reports and was reproduced in 
Handel's Zeitung.

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THE TOBACCO REBATE. 


Important Mevement of the Trade Throughout the 
Country. 

RICHMOND, Va., May 1.—Otis H. Russell, coliector 
ofinternal revenue farthis district, has issued since 
midnight stamps under the new law for nearly two 
million pounds of manvtfactured tobacco, four 
million cigarettes and one ‘million cigars, the tax 
aggregating in round numbers $165,000. 

LYNCHBURG, Va., May 1.—The Sreatest movement 
in manufactured tobacco took p’ace here to-day 
that was ever recorded in the history of this city.

At Philadgelphiafbyesterday twelve cigar manu fae- 
turers signed arcale of wagesgranting an advance 
of one dollar per 1,000. At Cincinnati there will be 
no disturbance among the cigar-makers on account 
of the reduction of the tax on totacco. They struck 
some time ago for an addition to their wages and 
succeeded, as did also the cigar packers. There re- 
mains but a single question unsettled between the 
employes and empoyers, and that will not presemt 
itself till fall, \ whea gas_iis burned 
Heretofore the workmen have been required to 
pay o) cents per month for the gas consumed while 
at work mornings aud evenings. Strikes for an 
advance have been made at Newark and Poris- 
mouth, Ohio. ‘the demands of the workmen at 
Wheeling, W. Va., Stubenville, Ohio, and Urbana, 
have been complied with. 

Reports from the railroad companies around 


Pittsburg are very. meager, but enough 
has been received to indicite that 
that a geveral strike was inaugurated to-day 


against the half cent per bushel reduction in the 
price of mining. On the Pan Handle railroad only 
jour Out of twenty-two pits are reported to be at 
work. On the Pennsylvania road all the mines are 
idle.

Ovceortwo firms are reported to have ac- 
ceded to the terms+«f miners. The demand of the 
cigar makers for an advance of one 


dollar per thousand was conceded by all smal! 
manufacturers, consequently only the employes 
of large establishments were ordered out by the 
cigar makers’ union this morning. It is thought 
the strike will not last a week. The plasterers all 
quit work this morning, masters declining to ad- 
varce 50 cenis per day. 

At Louisville, Ky., no strike will occur, as the 
cigar manufacturers have aceeded toail the de- 
mands of theiremployes. Everythingis going on 
as usual, except an increased activity iu all manu- 
factures and tbe rush of goods for shipment 

At Wilkesbarre, Pa ,in consequence of the strike 
the cigar establishments are all closed to-day. The 
latter agreed to pay the strikers 50 cents per 1,000 
advance, but they refused te accept that. 

At Trenton, N. J., the Cigar makers’ union struck 
several days ago for an advance of one dollar. ‘40- 
day most of the employers acceded to the demand. 
A reduction of ten percent in the wages of the 
wire drawers of the frenton iron workers, to take 
effect after this week, has been announced. 

In Keading, Pa., about 500 cigar makers are em- 
ployed. Some manufacturers have conceded the 
acvanee from fifty cents toa dollar and fifty. In 
other establishments strikes will result. 

At Troy, New York, anu nber of cigar manu fac- 
furers have acceded to the demand of the makers 
tor an increase of two dollars per 1,000, The man- 
ufacturers who have not granted the increase have 
cloeed their shops, asserting thatthe suspension of 
work is necessary on account of over-production. 
At Detroit some of the cigarshops have conceded 
the advance, while others refuse, and 200 men from 
the latter shops are on a strike.

At Boston the anticipated strike among the cigar 
makers has been averted by the manufacturers ac 
ceding to the demand of the employes.

A few et ago while at the residence of a 
friend in this county the subject of American 
independence had been anin a badly discuss- 
ed after which our host said that he had sev- 
eral mementoes of the struggle with the moth- 
er country which had descended to him from 
his ancestors. Among the package we noticed 
some newspaper advertisements which bear 
the date of January 17,1771. The printing of 
these advertisements are very clear, the paper 
remarkable well preserved and to us were they 
interesting in showing the difference of that 
time and this. One of the “ads” reads thus: 

Curves, Hendrico county, January 17, 1771 
Run away from my plantation, in the upper 
end of Cumberland county, on Friday the 4th 
instant, the following slaves: Jack Sunday, 
35 years old, jet black, near 5 feet high, very 
sensible, and stutters a good deal, especially 
when in liquor, which he is very fond of, is 
sprightly and knows little else but that of tak- 
ing careof horses, having been, till lately, 
accustomed, to that kind of business only, 
and as he was my valet for many years, made 
himself well acquainted with the country. 
Peter who is rather yellow, and was my 
right hand man in the house for ten years 
past, is about 5 feet 10 inches high, has scar 
in forehead, as well as each side his nose, OCc- 
casioned by a kick he received from a horse 
when young, part of the fore finger of his right 
hand cut off, is about 30 year of age, and not 
quite the understanding or spirit of the form- 
er, but much neater in kis dress. They both 
had on, when they wentaway, clothes of the 
best kind that were given to negroes that 
work in the ground, and perhaps may have 
some oftheir old liveries, which was green 
cloth and fustian faced with green snalloon. | 
expect they are gone towards Carolina, bhav- 
ing attempted once before to make their es- 
cape that way, L will give three pounds for 
each, if taken in this colony, and fiveifin any 
other, and delivered to Richard Randolph. 

Among the same papers we find some music 
scales of the different flats and sharps, written 
in an excellent band. The old papers were 
preserved by William Colwell, (modern Cald- 
well) the grandfather of Robert B. Caldwell, 
who lives now near Liberty hill, Pike county, 
Georgia. The papers have been well cared 
for, and are ow neat and clean, yet so old 
that the ink in it bas eaten out the paper in 
many places and left only holes showing what 
once had been. ‘The pfinted paper as well as 
the manuscript have been pasted on cloth 
made of flax raised, hackled, spun and woven 
by the family of said Caldwell who used such 
cloth for their o@n clothing somewhere be- 
tween 112 and 120 years ago. The mother of 
said R. B. Caldwell can give much interesting 
information concerning these papers and cus- 
toms, of oar ancestry in their efforts at indus- 
try and economy in establishing the princi- 
ples upon which our nation’s liberties were 
formed. She is now about 85 years of age, and 
remembers much from tradition. The said 
R. B. C. now has a Bible of his grandfather’s, 
which, from the numerous book mfarks pre- 
served inside give the appearance of having 
been more thoroughly read than many family

Branham, J.—1. That portion of the South- 


western railroad extend ng from Macon to 
Fort Gaines, Known as the main jine, and 


also the section from Fort Valley to Colum- 
bus, which may be considered as a part of the 
@iain line by reason of its purchase under the 
act of March 4, 1856, and its consolidation 
with that road in 1868, except that portion of 
the line between Americus and Smithville, 
(which is part of the old Georgia and Florida 
railroad), is subject to a tax of one half of 
one per ceat. on its net annual income, and 
not to the ad valorem tax imposed on the pro- 
perty of the citizens of the state under general 
jaws. That portion of the road which lies 
between Americus and Albany,and which be- 
came a part of the Southwestern railroad by 
purchase under the act of 1859, (p. 229); that 
portion known as the Cuthbert branch, ex- 
tending from Cuthvuert Junction (one and a 
half miles from Cuthbert) to Eufaula, is sub- 
ject to the ad valorem tax. These questions 
arene longeropen. 92 U. 8S. 676; 64 Ga. 783; 
54 Id. 401. 

2. The negotiations» between the two suc- 
cessive attorneys general and the attorney of 
the company in this case amounted 16 noth- 
Ing more than the valuation by them of that 
portion of the road lying between Americus 
and Albany, conceeded tod be subject to the 
ad valorem tax, and an agreement to pay tax 
thereon. If its effect were to release the com- 
pany from ad yalorem tax en the Arlington 
and Eufaula branches of the road, as well as 
to release it from further taxation on the 
Americus and Albany section for those years, 
it would bea mistake which might be cor- 
50 Penn. st. 403. 

(a). This was not an attempt to compro- 
mise a debt due the state at less than the 
amount due, norata less rate. of taxation 
than that due, nor to release the company 
from the ad valorem tax charged by the act 
1874 on the Arlington and Eufaula branches. 
Were it otherwise, the attorney general had 
no power to make any such contract or com- 
promise, or to release the company from any 
part of the ad valorem tax imposed. 

b). Nor would the governor have power 
to iiake any such contract, 
or release; he could not do more than sts- 
pend tne collection of the tax until the meet- 
ing of the next general assembly. Code ¢ 75. 

3. After execations for taxes had _ been 
upains! 's company by the comp- 
trojle-r cenerai, coatested, carried to the su- 
preme court of the United States, and two- 
thirds or more of the company’s road and 
proper.y had been relieved trom the ad valo- 
rem (ax, the company ought to have made a 
new or revised return. Having failed to do 
so, the comptroiler general was authorized to 
corme: the original returns and to assess that 
portion of the road and property subject to 
tbe tax from the best intormation he could 
procure, and order the fi. fas. to proceed for 
so much of tne tax as was taen due and un-

paid. Had he done so, it would have. been 
the act of the state. Code 77 876, 881; Acts 
1574 bp 


a) Butin this case the comptroller gen- 
eral did not, either personally or by ratifying 
the assessmentof another, assess the property, 
as claimed by defendant. When the fact of 
agency is to be proved by the subsequent 
ratification and the adoption of the act by 
the principal, there must be 
evidence ot previous knowledge 
on the part of the principal of all the material 
facts. If the material facts be either sup- 
pressed or unknown, the ratification is in- 
valid. Knowledge and ratification does not 
appear in this case. 12 Ga. 205; 9 Peters 608. 

b). Wedonot decide whether the comp- 
troller general could, under any circum- 
stances, delegate the power conferred on him 
by law, or ratify in an informal way the act 
Ol another in such a matter, 

c). The provision in fthe act of 1874 that 
the comptroller general shall be represented 
in court by the attorney general, does not aid 
the company. That provision only authorizes 
the attorney generai to conduct the suit or 
litigation, and does not delegate to him any 
of the duties imposed by law on the comp- 
trolier general. 66 Ga. 405. 

4. Ifan unauthorized entry of settlement 
was placed upon fi, fas,, and they were placed 
by the clerk among the settled papers in his 


office, a petiiiem to vacate such entry was a 
proper remedy. but this was not a material 
question; the state might have igoored these 


entries, and ordered the fi. fas. to proceed 
without application to the court; and im such 
case they would have been met with the same 
defense and in the same jurisdiction. 

. Fi, tas. baving been issued by the 
»troller general under the act of 
j and being before the court on issues 
involving payment and satisfaction, the val 
tution of certain branches, with a condition- 
a! tender of a balauce which might be due, 
the whole case was before the court and jury, 
and the latter were authorized, under the 
charge. to assess the value of the property; 
and they were not limited toa mere determi- 
tation of the question whether the company 
was liavle to pay the tax, leaving the assess- 
ment to the comptroller general or ASSCSSOTS. 
lt is not the policy of the law to subject the 
determination of any case, by piecemeal, to 
tWOo separate JUrLSAICLIODS. 

(a). If 22839 and 840 of the Code apply ut 
ail to returns made to the or general, 
there Was no sc parate return 90 those portions 
of the road subject te the tax at an underyal- 
Uatlion. 

(bj). Assessments of corporate property for 
accruing after the act of 1877 and that 
yf 1RTS (code, 77826 [d]}, 833 [a], are subject to 
Lhe provisions thereuf, but these cases haying 
arisen before the passage of those acts, are not 
tubject to the objections of the dissenting 
opinion in 62 Ga. pol. 

6. While in sulmitting the issges to the 
ivy it might have been an inappropriate 
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iorm of expression for the judge w charge, 
“bow there are these two propo- 
sitions that are before you, 


one of the state claiming taxes, and one of a 
ro@d that is trying to keep from paying the 
taxes;’ still taken in connection with ‘the 
balance of the charge on this subject, the 
jury could not bave misunderstood the ques- 
ions submitied to them. 

(a). Two theories weresubmitted: first, that 
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the section and branches of the road subject 
to tax, the jury should value the same in 
connection with and as a part of the whole 
road according to the value of the whole line, 
estimating the value thereof according to the 
number of miles, by the pro rata of a single 
mile; second, that the company claimed that 
the section and branches should be valued at 
their separate, intrinsic, isolated value, apart 
from the connection of the main road: 

Held, that this rule, in connection wit 
the balance of the charge, is 
more favorable to the company 
than that recognized in 92 U.S., 605. In such 
cases any rule is uncertain and unsatisfac- 
tory. Noone given rule can with legal cer- 
tainty be adopted; but the rule or rules sub- 
mitted to the jury should let in all the evi- 
dence and every view of the subject that 
would shed light upon it, such asthe value of 
the whole line, the separate value of the sec- 
tion and branches, the length of each, the 
cost of each, the cost of reproducing 
the whole line orany part thereof, the mar- 
ket value of the whole and of each part there- 
of, the market value of its stock and bonds, 
the net income of the road and of the stock, 
and the proportion which the business done 
on the section and branches in controversy 
bears to that done on the whole line. 92 U. 
S , 575; 64 Ga., 800. 

+. The verdict of the jury is supported by 
the evidence, : 

(a.) We do not intend to fix the rule adopt- 
ed by the jury asan absolute rule for the fu- 
ture assessment of this property, It must be 
assessed at ail times as the property of other 
people at its actual market value, and future 
returns are subject to the code, 7826 [d], 833 
fa}. 62 Ga., 501. 

5. Taxes are not debts in the ordinary sense 
of the word, so as to bear interest as liquidated 
demands. ‘They are not contracts, either ex- 
press Orimplied; they can not be collected 
by suit at law in the absence of express stat- 
ulory provision, and they are not the subject 
matter of set off. Oursystem for enforcing the 
payment of taxes is by penalties, and not b 
interest. Code, 77 2056, 2533, 2571: 38 Ga,, 264; 
7 Ab, Pr., 248; 7 La. Annual, 192; 1 Id.. 436: 
8 Metc., 393; Quincy (Mass) 58; 3 Metc. 520: 
7 Wallace, 80;50 Me., 376; 19 Wallace. 227. 
50 Penn .St., 409; 39 Id., 56 et seq.; 26 Vt., 
482; Dutcher, o99; 20 Cal., 318, 350; Code, 826 
Lj, Sod, 876-880, 910, 

(a.) Where the circumstances raise an im- 
phed- contract, or where there is an express 
contract to pay, the rule would be different; 
such as defaulters having in their hands pub- 
lic money, persons at whose instance or for 
whose benefit tax fifas. bave been taken up 
and docketed under code 7891 [a], and in cases 
of vexatious or unfounded litigation against 
the rights of the state. Such facts do not ap- 
pear in this case, and the court was right in 
requiring interest to be written off from the 
Verdict. 10 Pa. Stat., 453; 64 Ga., 800. 

(b). Of course the taxes found to be due 
bear interest from the date of the verdict. 

¥. Counsel claim credit fora pro rata part 

of the income tax paid in 1874-5, and it was 
Stated in argument that such payment was 
admitted by the state. The record is indefin- 
ite in this respect. If such payment has been 
made, proper credit should be allowed there- 
tor. 
' 10. As to first and second grounds of the 
mouon: An entry of satisfaction on a fi. fa. by 
the attorney of record is prima facie valid 
and binding on the plaintiff. Im this case 
the entry indicated a “settlement,” nota full 
satisfaction of the fi. fa. The documentary 
evidence and the company’s returns intro- 
duced by the state were sufficient under the 
pleadings, and in view of the legal question 
raised thereby, to support the ruling of the 
court, 

The reference in the charge to the Perry 
branch did no harm. The jury was told it 
was not in the case, and they did not embrace 
it in.their verdict. 

The third and fourth grounds assume that 
the state was legally a party to the alleged 
settlement. 

The eleventh ground of the motion ex- 
cluded from the consideration of the jury the 
question of mistake, and was not authorized 
by theevidence. As we have seen, the comp- 
troller general only receipted for $3,500 tax 
collected on the fi. fas. : 

The state was reasonably diligent in pro- 
ceeding with these fi, fas., under all the facts 
of this case. 

The remaining grounds of the motion are 
covered by the opinion. 

11. In the case of the state vs. theS. W. R. R. 
Co., the judgment is reversed with direction 
to the court below to pass an order remitting 
the interest only, and with these modifications 
allowing the verdict and judgment to stand 
as rendered. The railroad company to pay the 
cost of its own bil! of exceptions and te state 
to pay the cost of its bill of exceptions. The 
case of the 8S. W. R. R. Co., vs. the state, is 
affirmed, 

Judgment accordingly.

OUR EDUCATIONAL PROGRESS. 

A writer in the New York Herald, whosigns 
himself “Viator,” gives the conclusions of an 
extended tour through the southern states, 
. made for the purpose of gaining a clearer in- 
sight into the field occupied by private schools. 
He begins’by speaking of the general com- 
mereial outlook sotithward, paying ‘‘the 
large and flourishing city of Atlanta” a com- 
pliment, and then proceeds to speak of south- 
ern educational work. He had long been 
familiar with the best northern colleges—be- 
ing himselfa northern man—and during a 
professional life with the work of education 
in general. But, he adds, ‘I do not hesitate 
to say that I have seen as good schools(I do 
not say as many good ones) south as are to 
be found atthe north. And in the matter of 
female scholarship I hardly know whether]

and Holyoke. And I am inclined to believe 
the southern claim that for standard of schol- 
arship the fine umiversity of Virginia is at 
least as high as Harvard or Yale. The num- 
berof southern schools much surprised me, 
In a complete list of colieges and schools in 
the UnitedStates and abroad whichI have 
consulted I findsome thirteen hundred col- 
leges and private schools in the states of Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, Tennessee and Kentucky.” 

The Herald’s correspondent then lays down 
the broad proposition that the day has passed 
for southern parents to send their children 
to northern schools; and on this point we 
cannot refrain from a few quotations: — 


They do not need to do it, for they have as good 
at home. Why, then, should the additional expense 
of travel, &c., be incurred, and the disadvantages 
of great distance, with contingencies of sicknesgiar 
away from home’ Notonly are southern parents 
now patronizing good schools south, but actually 
not a few pupilsfrom the north are to be seen in 
southern schools, whence they are attracted notonly 
by climatic censiderations but also by adyantages 
they are glad to enjoy of excellent scholarship at 
moderate rates. While there are many schools at 
the south that are very different from what our 
northern ideas of equipment and menage require, 
yet I do not hesitate to say thatIl found many 
southern schools ot excellent merit, equal, indeed, 
tothe best of their northern sister institutions in 


ac 
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well equipped apparatus, in able faculties, 
in wise, scholarly management and in 
tone. some of these schools have 


started since the war, for the reason that theim- 
peer southerner, after emerging from the 
ateconfliet, could ill afford the expense of send- 
ing his chilaren north. Perhaps also sectional 
prejudices largely operated. It is well, too, that 
these southern schools have been founded. Many 
of them have been great successes in numbers, in 
prestige and financially. Begun when the south- 
ern people had not retrieved their losses from the 
war, these schools haye shared in the increasing 
prosperity of their patrons. Yet the rates for tui- 
tion and board are still very low. In fact,in many 
cases it was a matter of surprise how such advan- 
tages could be offered on such moderate terms. 


This testimony from anorthern educational 


expert is valuable, and it is needed in the 
homes of the- wealthy people of the 


south fully as much as anywhere else. ‘'Vi- 
ator’ describes the canvassing for pupils, and 
mentions the prominent features of many of 
the southern schools. ‘‘The south is doing 
much in the matter of higher edycatien, for 
which all honor to ber teachers and her peo- 
ple.’ He speaks of the prominent educators 
who were recently engaged ‘in the hard, 
cruel duties of war’’— of General Lee at Lex 
ington, of General Kirby Smith at Sewanee 
of the widow of General J, E. B. Stuart at. 
Staunton, and of many others who were 
in the army, or connected with it. In 
conclusion he says: ‘'The southern people 
are, in the field of education, working out a 
problem for themselves, quietly and without 
parade. The results already are large and 
excellent. The next ten or twenty years will 
witness, I believe, a position attained by the 
south that will be a surprise to the north, 
whose people will wonder what the south- 
rons have been at since the war.’’ This vol- 
untary testimony comes from a man who was 
educated at the north and who is probably 
connected with northern educational meth- 
ods. It is forthis reason vaiuable. Itisthe 
testimony of one whe would doubtless be a 
critic if he thought the truth would justify 
criticism.

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THE FALSE PROPHET AGAIN. 


If Khartoum, the port and trade center of 
the Soudan, has fallen, the campaign of El 


Mahdi becomes indeed very menacing to 
both the khedive and to England. For if 


Abd el Kader could not stop his victorious 
march, no other Egyptian officer can, and the 
fallof Khartoum will soon be followed by 
that of Dongola. The capture of Khartoum 
places all the Soudan and the White Nile re- 
gion under the false prophet, and gives 
him prestige that will sweep into 
his ranks nearly all the Moslems that 
he canreach, As nearly as the truth can be 
ascertained , none of the reported victories of 
the khedive’s generals were victories at all, 
for El Mahdi has steadily advanced, captu:- 
ing one stronghold after another, until he 
has detached from Egypt a vast empire, and 
is about ready to march into lower Egypt. 
The fail of Dongola will be apt to set the 
English army at work again, forit will then 
be plain that the Lhedive hes no support at 
uccessfully face the fanatical 
Soudan. The truth

n the bayonets and muskets and big gins 
that Mr. Gladstone dispatched to his assis- 
tance, and that he has agreed to keep in 
agypt until the khedive could get on without 
them. These very conditions will keep them 
there indefinitely and. probably perpetually. 
It willtakea long time to put El Mahdi 
down, and when he is pushed into a distant cor- 
ner of the Soudan, some other trouble will ba 
apt tothreaten both the powerless khedive and 
the otherwise. defenceless foreign colonies of 
Aiexandria and Suez, and so we may 
safely consider the English occupation of 
Egypt as one of the permanencies of this 
worid, Itis perhaps well for all concerned 
except the liberty loving, tax-burdened Egyp- 
tians, that it is so. 


A FRANK AND MANLY WITHDRAWAL. 

Tue Constirvtion has given considerable 
space (o answers tothe essay of Mr. J. T.

Editor Times, New York, N. Y.: Dear Sir: In the 
issue of the Times of April 22d there appears a tele- 
gram from Allanta headed, ‘‘Editors Calling Hard 
Names.’’ .Injthis article l am very much wronged, 
and I desire jhe necessary amend. Please read the 
article aud yéu will observe wherein this is true. 
As to my marital relations, were your correspondent 
correct, itis 4 matéer that he had no right to men- 
tion and you no right to publish. 

As to ‘‘Emory Spver’’ writing that or any other 
article for me your correspondent has stated falsely, 
and could but have known it when he made the 
statement. Until the amende honorable is made 
you can restassured that ‘‘peace does not reign 
among the uvassigned colonels of Georgia.’’ 

You will please «lo me the favor to wriie me by re- 
turn mail the name of the sender of the telegram iu 
question.

No, colonel, we cannot grant the favor you ask 
You doubtless wish to find out who our correspond- 
eutis in order that you may goand killhim. That 
would be annoying to our correspondent and em- 
barrassing tous. The author of the dispatch com- 
plained of has been a useful correspondent, and we 
believe him to bea good man. Atany rate, we do 
not want him killed. Good correspondents are so 
scarce that we cannot afford to waste one on a testy 
colonel. e 

On the other hand, we should not feel entirely 
easy about you, colonel, ff we comptied with your 
request. Ilave you considered that if our man 
should prove to be one quarter of a second spryer 
with his weapon than you your promising little 
paper would have to huntupa new editor? Per- 
mit us to say, colonel, that the Post-Appeal cannot 
afford to lose you. Itis published. we observe, at 
the low price of Sa year. It appears, moreover, 
‘every morning.’’ Thatis a good sign. You have 
taken an important step in advance of your 
southern contemporaries, few of which wre issued 
on Monday morning. This shows that you are a 
man of progressive ideas, You haveagreat future. 
So has your paper. Don’t waste your time and 
talents in gunning after our correspondent. Give 
up the pleasnres of the chase and apply yourself 
with zeal and unremitting industry tothe worthier 
task of editing and publishing your paper and 
bragging about iis circulation. It woald be a dark 
day for the Post-Appeai, Colonel Thornton, when 
the weeping citizens of Atlanta followed your re- 
maius to the grave.

In the first place, two foes—a federal and 
confederate officer—who met for the first and

strange thrillin his breast. The tame recalled to 
him the smoke-laden airof a bloody battle-field at 
the dead of night. He was once more lying 
wounded, amid the dead and dying, on the damp 
earth. He pondered: for awhile, and then wrote a 
letter to the ex-confederate colonel, asking him if 
he did not recall to mind a hitherto unpublished 
incident of the greatcivil coutlict. To this letter 
he signed his full name, with the rank he held in 
the union army—that of lieutenant in a Kansas 
regiment—before he was mustered out of the ser- 
vice. Withina féw days the mail brought him a 
reply. The confederate veteran did remember the 
federal veteran whom he had found, apparently 
dying, on the field of battle, The colonel was sur- 
prised to learn that the wounded soldierof nine- 
teen years before wasstill alive; but heremem- 
bered the message with which the 
latter had entrusted to him to be deliv 
ered to the wounded man’s wife in Indiana, and 
he declarred that he had done all within his power 
to convey the message to its proper destination. 
Besides wriling a repiy to the northern ofiicer, 
whose acquaintance he had formed amid such 
grim surrounding, the southern offeer wrete to 
three of his old comtades, asking them if they re- 
membered the incident and the message which he 
undertook to send through the federal lines to a la- 
dyin Indiana. Two of these gentlemen ransacked 
their memories to no effect; another dimly remem- 
bered having been concerned in the matter. This 
correspondence has now been made public, because 
the sum of $110.60 which David Baker intrusted to 
his tender-hearted foe, Colonel B. #. Sawyer, on 
the battlefield of Chickamauga, to be sent to Ba- 
ker’s wife, who, it was expected, would have been 


a widow long before the money reached 
her, is still missing. Baker arrived 
at his home slive aud settled 


down to earn his living, at a peaceful calling, and 
the money had almost passed out of his mind until 
he sawin ® newspaper, as above stated, the name 
of Colonel Sawyer, who says that he wrapped the 
money inasheettorn from a note-book, hastily 
wrote upon it, by the light of the pale moon, the 
address given to him, and started it upon its jour- 
ney.’’ 

lt will be noticed that no addresses are given in 
this article, and the only clew of which the anx- 
ious sister could hang a hope of finding her broth- 
er Was the mention of a "St. Louis newspaper.’’ 
Clipping the story from the newspaper, she in- 
closed it in aletter to Postmaster Hays, telling him 
that David N. Baker was her brother, and adjuring 
him toaid a broken-hearted sisterin finding him. 
The letter is written from Dundee, Monroe county, 
Mich.. under date of April 9, 1883, and the lady 
signs herself*Clarissa H, Vollins.

The following tribute to Mrs. Browne,{from the 
pen of Mrs. Jefferson Davis, has‘new interest owing 
to the recent death of her husband: 

Eliza Jane, wife of General William M. Browne, 
died on Monday, May 5, atthe family residence, 
595 Shelby street, Memphis, Tenn. 

This announcement meetsthe eyes of the casual 
reader, and ifit wakesasighit is orf@ of vague, in- 
defiuite sympathy for mourners whose cross is 
heavy, but whose grief will soon bear assuaging. 
But to those of us who knowall her domestic vir- 
tues, her tender solicitude for her family, her de- 
voted friendship, her unflinching adherence to 
truth and her sacrifices for principle, her gentle, 
womanly presence stands revealed, summoned by 
our longing for ‘‘the touch of a vanished hand, and 
the sound of the voice that is still.’’ Mrs. Browne 
was the daughter of the Hon. Denison Becket, of 
Yorkshice, England. ber parents, to high social 
rank, added distinguished political position. Cra- 
dled in luxury, educated with loving care, possess- 
ing a large share of feminine beauty and grace, 
nothing seemed wanting to render her felicity per- 
fect, when at an ear'y uge she became the wife 
of the Hon. William M. Browne. The opening 
scenes of herlife seemed to promise a fair and 
placid future, and butlittle field for the display 
of those virtes for which she Was most con- 
spicueus; but God in His providence so or- 
dered her movements that her rich eudowments 
should shiue forth the more brilliantly through 
the dark clouds with which her adherence tothe 
confederate cause encompassed her, Karly in her 
married life Mr. Browne decided,to emigrate te 
America, and brought his young wife to share his 
home among a foreigu peo; . she smotiivred ail 
her regrets and repi her bright Yorkshire 
home and her devoted Inmily, and came cheerfully 
among stran@rs to sbure his lot; cam. with her 
warm heart aid outstretched hand, to love and be 
loved, in une truest spirit of adoption. ‘he writer 
of this sketch saw her first when the Hon. Mr. 
Browne had been invited by Mr. President ijuchar- 
an to the editorial chair of his administre Uon or- 
gan,the Constitution newspaper. Mrs, Browne 
was then young, aud unusually pretty, refined aud 
gentle. and so frank and affectionate to her friends 
that all whoapproaehed her felt hes influenee, She 
dispensed a graceful hospitality with a honest 
friendiy warmth which removed the _ weari- 
some conventionalties of fashion. But it 
remained for adversity to develop her high¢st 
qualities. When, in 1561, the secession.o! the 
soathern states rendered it necessary for every man 
of political influence to arra) himself, for or against 
their policy, Mr. Browne, with his wife’s cordial 
consent, left his lucrative and dignified position in 

Vashington—a home which had become very dear 
to them, and friends more precious than either, 
and leaving the federal union, brought with him 
his ample means aud those of his wife, to aid the 
confederates in their etfort to obtain independence.

Their united means were invested in confeder- 
ate bonds, thus pledging them to | stand 


or fajl with our country. When times became 
dark, wheu the depreciation of the confederate 
currency rendered the most wealthy unable to ob- 
tain ‘he ordinary comforts of life, taen shone most 
brightly the courage and constancy of our dear 
friend. Unused to domestic cares and labors, and 
nearly eas much so to small economies, she gave 
herseif up tothe acquirement of all the litile arts 
by which she might avert from her husband 
the inconveni of his great sacrifices.

Atianta’s Through Rates. 

The question of Atlanta’s disadvantages under 
existing through freight rates is one of vital im- 
portance, Itis freely discussed among business 
menin thecity. The interview with Mr. Joseph 
M. Brown, general freight agent of the Western 
and Atlantic, which appeared in yesterday’s Con- 
STITUTION, gave a clear outlive of the situation, and 
suggested some possible remedies. Mr. Brown has 
heartily interested himself for Atlanta and will do 
what he can to give hera just and equitable posi- 
tion in Comparison with other cities. Yesterday a 
gentieman who has studied the situation said toa 
CONSTITUTION representative: 

“It is strange to me that Atlanta has been able to 
do auything at all with such discrimination against 
her. When I see how through rates run 
aguinst herit is almostimpossible to understand 
how shecan keep up. In railroad parlance At- 
lanta is called the ‘‘summit,’”’ I suppose, because 
freight rates from east and west destined for her 
trade have beeiuend are Higher than the rates to 
any othercity inthe south. Atlanta isanatural 


distributing point forgrainand meat. Her high 
Situation, her radiating roads‘and her adnir- 
abte location in the center of 
a heavily consuming county rive 


a claim to Consideration asa point of distribution, 
which the railroads seem unwilling to recognize. 
Of course the railroads, from their standpoint, are 
interested in maintaining as high a rate as possible, 
The merchants, as individuals, without any concert 
of action, have often importuned the railroads to 


fix more equitable rates for Atlanta as 
compared with other cities. Their request 
has never been granted. All we ask of 


the railroadsis to give Atlanta her proper place 
among southern cities as a distributing point or 
areshipping point. it will be well enough to un- 
derstand just what reshipping is. ‘Io illustrate: 
The rate established by the roads on grain from 
Nashville toany coast city, as Charleston, Savan- 
nah or Brunswick, is 18 centsa hundred. ‘The rate 
from Nashville to Atlanta is 26 cents a hundred, a 
difference of Scents a hundred against .Atlanta, 
although the grain travels through Atlanta and 300 
miles further to reach the coast city. Tne excuse 
for this discrimination is that the low rate must be 
made to the coast tocompete with the water lines. 
But the business, even at coast rates, must pay the 
roads or they would not carry it. The merchants 
of Atlanta do not care for the 26 cents from Nash- 
ville, butafierthe grain is bought and shipped 
to Atlanta, and the merchant finds’ the 
market dull or crowded, he has but one 
avenue of escape left him to escape heavy loss. He 
is com pellea to sell to the local trade within -a ra- 
dius of fifty miles from AUlanta with the rates es- 
tablished by the commission. Savannah is getting 
to be a greatexport point. A merchantin Atlanta 
with a hundred ears of corn on his hands could 
dispose of it to advantage there if he had the 


privilege of reshipping; but to get his corn 
to Savannah, as things now staud, he would 


have to pay 20 cents a huvdred from Atlanta added 
to his 26 cents from Nashville, making 46 cents a 
hundred, while Nashville ships direct to Savannah 
for i8 cents a hundred. Tha: is a difference of 15 
centsa bushel on corn, and when you consider 
thata centa bushel on corn is good profi: to the 
dealer, you will see just how badly the Ailanta 
merchant is situated. We do not ask any superior 
advantages over Macon or Auguste. We merely 
waut Georgia cities to have reshipping rates to en- 
able them to supply their rightful territory, iustead 
of letting Nashville come in with the aid of discrifa- 
inating rates take itaway from them. The recent 
meeting of the rate committee gave Augusta the 
svine rates from the west that Atlanta has, though 
her freight passes through Atlanta and goes 171 
miles further. The eastern roads do not 
return the compliment ana bring eastern freight 
through Augusta andon to Atlanta at the same 
rates as Augusta geis. So you see weare ata dis- 
advantage allaround. But what burts us most is 
that Nashville can pro rate the distance with a 
through rate to any point in Georgia -while we 


have to start with the twenty-six cents from 
Nashville -and add the commissioners’ 
rat‘s when we try to handle supplie’. 

A car load of corn stopped in Atlanta one day is 


deprived of through rates,and the merchant has no 
chance to dispose of it except to the local trate im- 
mediately around him. -We feel that we are not 
treated fairly by the railroads, and think that our 
own reads ought todo what they can to help us. 
ihe East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia has 
ac eod very liberally and give us what we ask of the 
other lines It is hoped that they will all give At- 
lata simple justice. Thatisall we do or can ask.

A Worthy Tribute to Georgia's Dead Seastor—The 

Formal R:port of the Bar Expressive of the 
Regret at His Death and Approving His 

Great and Useful Life.

The committee appointed at the meeting of the 
bar of Atlantato draft and present a suitable mem- 
orial of Hon. B. H. Hill, deceased, presented the 
following report to the supreme court: Atlanta, 
Ga., May'1, 1888—To the.Honorable Supreme Court 
of Georgia: So soon as it was announced that the 
Hon. Benjamin Harwey Hill) was dead, the mem- 
vers of the bar of this city held a meeting, at which 
the undersigned were appointed a committee to 
prepare and present to this court some appropria 
memorial of Mr. Hill's life and character as a law- 
yer, and to ask that it be spread upon the records of 
this couritas an enduring tribute to his memory, 
from the members of a profession which he did so 
much to dignify, elevate and adorn. 
This duty would have been performed earlier, 
but circumstances which the committee could not 
well control has led to its postponement until the 
present time, and we now ask to submit the fol- 
lowing 

REPORT: 
Benjamin Harvey Hill, having been for many 
years a distivguished practitioner at the bar ot this 
court, itis eminently fitting and appropriate that 
its records should coutain some lasiing memento 
of his unsurpassed ability, his vrilliant genius, and 
his matchless eloquence asa lawyer and an advo- 
cate. 

Tne legal profession has been hcnored by some of 
the proudest names in the history of the world, but 
inall the shining listit would be difficult to find 
one who, in a Ccumparatively short life, more brill- 
iantly exemplified the learning, the honors and the 
successes of that noble profession than the illustri- 
ous lawyer to whuse nemory we offer this tribute 
of affection and respect. Lethis honored name 
shine on the records of whis_ tribunal, 
and letitgo down tohistory side by side with the 
names of Berrien,and the Cnarlitous, Starns and the 
Millers, Nisbet and che Stephenses, Lumpkins and 
the Cobbs, Warner and the Voughertys, Cone, Col- 
quittand Holt, and the innumerable host of re- 
vowned men, who, in theirday and generation, 
shed undying lustre on their profession, and left to 
their survivors aud the world a legacy of virtuous 
achievements, richerfarthan shekels of goli or 
sbekels of silver. 

Mr. Hill’s days on earth were less than three score 
years,yet where can one be found who, in so brief 
a period, Was More abund in labors or grauder 
in achievements? What lawyer ever received a 
better patronage or won more victories in the court 
house, or wpe me re a larger professional income? 

Mr. Hill read law uncer the direction and coun- 
sel of the celebrated William Dougherty, who in the 
days of his prime was the equal of any lawyer in 
the state, and it has been said that Mr. Dougherty 
was so satisfied and cha:med with the proficiency 
of his student that he gave Mr, Hill but one exam- 
ination previous to his admission to the bar. 

Mr. Hill was admitted to plead and practice law, 
in the county of Meriwether in the year 1545, when 
he was tweuty-two years of age. He did not have 
to wait and toil, and grow old before becoming a 
lawyer, but just as soon as he had obtained license 
to practice and had opened an office for that pur- 
pose, With a heroic bound he vaulted into the pro- 


fessional lists a velitabie, self-reliant 
knight, panoplied for the contest, 
and ready with invincible) might aud 


unquailing courage to break lances with the 
bravest, the mightiestand the best who chanced to 
come against him. 

it has been the fate of some of the best lawyers 
that ever lived to pass through years of -discourage- 
ment, anxiety and study in the beginning of their 
professienal career, Waiting impatientiy for cases 
and clients, but such was not the fate of Mr. Hill. 
From the very outset, and before he or his friends 
had a right to expect it, business and patrons 
poured in upon him from all side-, until very soon 
he wasemployedin almost every case of import- 
ance in the courts which he was accustomed to 
attend. 

Such was the popular confidence in Mr. Hill’s 
ability and eloquence as a lawyer, that bis services 
were demanded in important cases all over the state 
and frequently in other States of theunion. 

Mr. Hill’ ssuccessesat the bar were extraordinary. 
Ile very seldom lost @ case that ougat to have been 
gained, and he has gained very many that ought 
io bave been lost. He rarely found a cause wo 
heavy io be carried by him, aud when he failed it 
was not for wautof ability, skill or fidelity in the 
advocate, but because of the inherent weakness of 
the cause itself. 

Asa lawyer he was able, self-possessed,courageous 
and invincible. He carried judges with him by the 
force of unanswerable logic, and he swayed the 
juries by an e:soquenuce whose power was absolute- 
ly resistiese. Benjumin Harvey Hill seems to have 
always been great. He was an uncommon child, 
he was an extracrdipary boy, he was a great law- 
yer, he was a matchless orator, and he was a grand 
Sstatesmal. 

His tutor said of him asachild that he could 
master six tasks whilst othersof like age were ac- 
complishing one. When be was a college boy, and 
the first honor of his class had, by Common tonsent, 
been awarded to others, he proposed in his heart to 
win and wear it, and with apparent ease, he push- 
cd himself to the lead, ard lo, the shining guerden 
was placed upon his manly and victorious brow. 

In all the numerous positions of trust and re- 
sponsibility which Mr. Hill occupied in bis life, 
he never failed to distinguish himself and to honor 
me poenen. 

e was @ Richard Cceurde Lion at the bar, an 
Iyanhoe before the people, and a Chevalier Bayard 
in thesenate. When sucha man dies, ia the full 
viger of his manhood, well may the world stand 
still and exclaim, with the psalmist, *‘Behold wou 
hast made my days as an handbreadth, and mine 
age is as nothing before thee; verily every man at 
his best state, is altogether vanity.’’ 

We would deem this report incom lete if we 
failed to sav, that nohuman character however @x-. 
cellentin other respects,can be perfect without sim- 
ple faith and child like trustin the saving power 
ofthe son of God, Mr. Hillgave evidence of 
faith and this trust in the lust words that ever 
trembled upon hislips. The victorious exclama 
tion, “‘almost home,’ ended his specch aud wound 
up his utterances on earth, and enabled him tw 
leave to his family and friends, indubiiabie 
assurance that his cloqgucnt tougue which once 
thrilled the multitude, and commanded the ap- 
plause of listening senates, here, has been returned 
andis now employed in chanting the songs of the 
redeemed in the far off land of the blest,:
